Gen. Greely So Figures—List o f Addi­ 
tional Dead. 
Washington, April 28.—In obedience 
to instructions from the war depart­ 
ment General Greely has submitted a 
list of persons Injured in the 
earth­ 
quake and fire at San Francisco. 
The 
list contains about 300 names, and they 
are represented as seriously injured— 
some iHMnianently disabled. 
Besides 
these General Greely says there are 871 
slightly injured, of whom lie has the 
names of about GOO. 
He also sends the following thirty- 
five additional names of dead not pre­ 
viously reported, which probably in­ 
clude some previously rei>orted as un­ 
known:

These b eau ti­ 
fu l creatu res live in an open cou ntry 
infested b y all kinds of enemies and 
especially prowled over b y the coyote, 
the gray wolf and the timb er wolf, 
which su b sist u pon the you ng of all 
kinds of animals, yet the mother can 
easily protect her b ab ies from the 
fiercest of these marau ders. 
The ene­ 
my most dreaded is the soaring eagle. 
There is a variety of cactu s, a prick­ 
ly plant which grows in great ab u n­ 
dance all over the western plains, 
which fu rnishes her the means for this 
protection. Horses, cattle, b u ffalo a :d. 
In fact, all animals know the danger of 
treading ou this piu nt. 
It grows 
in 
large patches some fou r or six laches 
in height almve the grou nd and forms 
a thick mat varying 
in b readth from 
the size of the top of a m an’s hat to 
many feet. It is in the center of one of 
these patches that the female antelope 
prepares a place of safety for her 
you ng. 
The thorns of this cactu s, 
while very poisonou s and terrib ly pain­ 
fu l to every other animal, for some 
reason are almost harmless to the an­ 
telope. The cactu s may lacerate her 
legs, making them b leed freely, b u t 
neither the stickers nor their poison 
remains, while other animals seldom 
b leed, b u t retain the poisonou s stick­ 
ers in their wou nds u ntil they b ecome 
m alignant 
sores, 
cau sing 
excessive 
swelling of the limb s and very great 
and lou g continu ed su ffering. 
When the antelope has selected her 
patch of cactu s, b acking away a few 
feet, she will make a ru nning Ju mp, 
b ou nding high in the air and alighting 
in the middle of the patch, with all 
fou r 
feet 
close together, the hoofs 
pointing downward. 
Then, springing 
ou t again and repeating this operation 
u ntil she has chopped the roots of the 
cactu s plant to pieces, she loosens and 
clears a space large enou gh for stand­ 
ing room. 
She then will enlarge it b y j 
pawing and digging with her sharp 
hoofs. 
Here she gives b irth to her ( 
you ng in u ndistu rb ed secu rity, know­ 
ing that she can leave them In com­ 
parative safety du ring the day and re­ 
tu rn to them at night to give them 
su ck. 
Shou ld it b e in a locality where , 
eagles ab ou nd, however, the m other! 
does not ventu re far away, as the soar-j 
ing eagle often swoops down on the 
you ng, taking them away if she is not 
there to do b attle for their live« .—H.

GAS WELL AT OHIO 
HAS A STRONG FLOW 


Vein Strnck With Pressure of Forty 
Pounds at a Depth of But 
8 00 
Feet. 


The forty pound pressure gas vein 
struck at a depth of 300 feet last 
Thursday afternoon by the Illinois 
Gas and Oil company has the greatest 
pressure and the largest volume of 
any vein ever struck in this locality. 
A test of the volume showed 1,400,- 
000 cubic feet of gas in twenty-four 
hours. Some idea of what this means 
can be gained when we tak e into con­ 
sideration that it would require only 
75,000 cubic feet of gas per day to 
furnish steam enough to run the Ohio 
electric light plant and pump the city 
water. 
To fill the space at the bottom of 
the hole, caused by the blowing out 
of a lot of sand and gravel before the 
gas could be gotten under control 
when it was first struck , a quantity 
of clean sand and gravel was put into 
the well last Saturday. This reduced 
the pressure to thirty-five pounds, but 
it has since increased to thirty-nine- 
pounds. 
Mr. DeStiger, the manager for the 
company, intends to commence work 
on another hole as soon as he can 
hear from other members of the com­ 
pany and a location for the new well 
is selected. , 
In drilling the well just completed 
It was struck at forty-five feet from 
the surface and another vein at 265 
feet, which indicated a strong pres 
sure, but owing to it being just on 
the upper edge of an eighteen foot 
water vein the hole was continued 
through the water vein until a depth 
of 300 feet was attained, when a for 
ty pound pressure vein was struck 
It is thought by many that at a great 
er depth a vein of much more pres 
sure could be tapped and perhaps oil 
could be obtained. 
It is the inten 
tion of the company, after drilling a 
number of shallow wells, to prospect 
at a greater depth.— Bureau County 
Republican.
